Statement of services for which the decoration has been 
awarded. 

A column of the 17th Central Reserve Police Battalion 
left Longlalai on the morning of 23rd February, 1967 for 
Tuipui with 45 porters. When the column was 9 miles away 
from the post, it came under heavy Are from well armed 
hostile Mizos. The hostiles attacked the CRP column from 
three directions aa a result of which 2 Constables were killed. 
Constable Guruna Goud Path, who was No. 1 gunner, took 
position immediately and llred accurately at the hostiles with 
his L.M.G. At this the hostiles concentrated their attack on 
Constable Palil and tried to pin him down. Constable Patil 
changed his position and continued firing accurately. The 
hostiles then tried to take away the dead body of a Constable 
who had been killed, but all their attempts were foiled by the 
accurate firing by Constable Patil. His position was again 
subjected to intensive fire from the hostiles as a result of which 
ho could not hold on to his ground. He tried to shift to a 
better cover but while doing so, he was hit by an LMG 
burst and died on the spot. 

During this encounter, Constable Guruna Goud Patil exhi- 
bited conspicuous gallantry, initiative and devotion to duty 
of the highest order in the performance of which he laid 
down his life.

The hostiles attacked the CRP column from three directions 
as a result of which 2 Constables were killed. Jemadar 
Nobat Singh ordered his men to take positions and returned 
the fire. During the heavy exchange of fire. Jemadar Nobat 
Singh directed his men by constantly moving from place to 
place. He then ordered half of his men to take new posi- 
tions and to fire on the hostiles while he along with 20 or 
22 men went behind the hostiles positions and charged them, 
with the result that the hostiles had to retreat into the thick 
jungle, with their casualties. After beating back the hostile 
attack. Jemadar Nobat Singh decided to return to tho post. 
The column had hardly gone a mile, when 1 they were again 
fired upon. Jemadar Nobat Singh effectively deployed his 
men and forced the hostiles to leave their positions. Later 
the party was fired upon for the third time. Tho CRP per- 
sonnel retaliated vigorously and forced the hostiles to retreat 
into tho jungle. 

Jemadar Nobat Singh exhibited conspicuous gallantry, 
leadership and devotion to duty of a high order in utter 
disregard of his personal safety.

RESOLUTION 

No. F. 7/2/67-Cy. — It has been represented to the Gov- 
ernment of India that the categorisation of the several jobs 
and trades of industrial workers in the India Security Press, 
Nasik Road (including the Currency Note Press and the 
Central Stamp Store) needs a review, and revision in some 
cases. This matter has been considered by the Government 
and they have now decided to set up a Committee to review 
the categorisation of posts of industrial workers in the Press 
and to make recommendations to Government on this sub- 
ject. 

2. Shri V. A. Naik, Retired Judge of the High Court of 
Bombay and at present President of Industrial Court, 
Maharashtra, will be the Chairman of the Committee, and 
Shri R. Ramaswamy, Controller of Printing and Stationery, 
Ministry of Works, Housing & Supply, will be the Assessor 
to assist Shri Naik in the assessment of the skills etc. of the 
posts. 

3. The terms of reference of the Committee will be as 
follows : — 

“To review and make recommendations to the Govern- 
ment regarding revisions required, if any, in the 
categorisation of posts of industrial workers into 
skilled, semi-skilled etc. within the framework of the 
scales of pay prescribed for such categories, having 
regard to the nature of duties and responsibilities 
of the posts and any changes since the last catego- 
risation. as well as the categorisation of posts with 
identical duties and responsibilities in other Govern- 
ment of India Presses.
